The Drainage Act, R.S.0.1990, Chapter D.17 

Pursuant to Section 78 of the Drainage Act, AMEC Environment & Infrastructure 
filed a copy of the Zavitz Municipal Drain Engineer's Report dated July 2013 with 
the Clerk of the Town of Fort Erie. The watershed area affected by the Zavitz Drain 
is the Sherkston North Branch Drain and East and West Trail Branch Drains. It is a 
joint drain between the Town of Fort Erie and the City of Port Colborne. 

The purpose of the Engineer’s Report is generally for maintenance and repair works 
and to update the assessment schedule. 

The Engineer’s Report was submitted to the Municipal Council of the Town of 
Fort Erie on Monday, August 12“', 2013 for information and it was subsequently 
deemed necessary to undertake revisions as requested by the City of Port Colborne. 
Minor changes were then made to the Report by the Drainage Engineer and it was 
resubmitted to the Clerk of the Town of Fort Erie on November 7 th , 2013. 

Section 41 of the Drainage Act requires a public meeting to be held to consider the 
Engineer’s Report. Costs have been assessed to all landowners within the Zavitz 
Drain watershed area. Affected landowners are invited to attend the public meeting 
for information and/or to address any concerns. A notice of the public meeting 
and a copy of the Engineer’s Report have been mailed to all landowners within the 
watershed.

TAKE NOTICE that the Council of the Town of Fort Erie passed By-law Number 07-2014 on the 20 th day of January, 2014 under section 
34 of The Planning Act, 1990 


AND TAKE NOTICE that any person or agency may appeal to the Ontario Municipal Board in respect of the by-law by filing with the Clerk 
of the Town of Fort Erie not later than the 12 th day of February, 2014, a notice of the appeal setting out the objection to the by-law and the 
reasons in support of the objection. Any appeal must be accompanied by the Board’s fee of $125.00. A certified cheque or money order in 
this amount made payable to the Minister of Finance must accompany the Notice of Appeal. 


Only individuals, corporations and public bodies may appeal a zoning by-law to the Ontario Municipal Board. A Notice of Appeal may not be 
filed by an unincorporated association or group. However, a Notice of Appeal may be filed in the name of an individual who is a member of 
the association or the group on its behalf. No person or public body shall be added as a party to the hearing of the appeal unless, before the 
by-law was passed, the person or public body made oral submissions at a public meeting or written submissions to the council or, in the 
opinion of the Ontario Municipal Board, there are reasonable grounds to add the person or public body as a party. 


OTHER APPLICATIONS 

An application for an Official Plan Amendment application and the adopted Official Plan Amendment No. 18 was approved by the Municipal 
Council of the Town of Fort Erie on January 20 th , 2014. 

An explanation of the Purpose and Effect of the By-law, describing the lands to which the By-law applies may be found below. No key map 
showing the location of the lands to which the By-law applies is shown since the by-law applies to all lands within the corporation limits of 
the Town of Fort Erie. The complete By-law is available for inspection in the Clerk’s office and Community and Development Services office 
during regular office hours and can also be found on the Town of Fort Erie Website: www.forterie.on.ca. 


PURPOSE AND EFFECT 

The purpose of this amendment is to amend Zoning By-law No. 129-90 to set out specific regulations for Medical Marihuana Grow and 
Production Facilities within the Agricultural A Zone, Rural RU Zone, Industrial IN Zone, Prestige Industrial PI Zone, and Existing Open Space 
EOS Zone. The proposed amendment will amend “Section 5 - Definitions” by amending the definition of “Agricultural” and by adding 
definitions for “Medical Marihuana Grow and Production Facilities” and “Sensitive Land Use”. The proposed amendment will also amend 
“Section 7 - Agricultural A Zone”, “Section 8 - Rural RU Zone”, “Section 27 - Industrial IN Zone”, “Section 28 - Prestige Industrial (PI) 
Zone” and “Section 33A: EOS Zone - Existing Open Space Zone” by adding “medical marihuana grow and production facilities” as a 
permitted use and by adding regulations for Medical Marihuana Grow and Production Facilities.

WHAT'S NEW IN DIABETES CARE? 

Right now one million Canadians have Type 2 diabetes and do not know it. That 
statement is from the Canadian Diabetes Association Website (www.diabetes.ca). 
Diabetes is a growing epidemic and health concern. There are new treatments and 
resources available to help manage diabetes. 

Bayer and Roche have new meters recently available. Bayer has a meter called 
the Didget. This meter is aimed at kids and rewards them for good monitoring habits. 
It comes with games and connects to the Nintendo DS or Ds Lite System. Patients can 
get this through their local diabetes education centre or specialist. Another new meter is 
called the A1C Now Selfcheck. This meter captures the three month average of a patient’s 
glycosylated hemoglobin. This is close to lab results that your doctor sees and gives 
patients a very good idea how well controlled their diabetes is. This test can now be 
performed at certain pharmacies that have this meter. 

Roche’s new meter is called the Accu-Chek Mobile. This meter uses strip-free 
testing. Instead of inserting individual test strips for each blood test a cartridge is inserted 
which is good for 50 separate tests. The benefit of this machine is the elimination of strip 
handling which can be difficult for people with arthritis, Parkinson’s or other dexterity 
issues. This machine is free for HUMALOG or N0V0RAPID insulin users since they must 
test their blood sugar more often. 

There is new medication available as well. VICTOZA is a relatively new product on 
the market. This medication is for patients with type 2 diabetes. This is a non-insulin, 
once-daily, injectable medication, that can help improve blood sugar and has been shown 
to be able to provide the additional benefit of weight loss. This medication may used alone 
or with other medications such as METFORMIN. Other similar medications to this will 
be on the market shortly. You can call your insurance company to see if this medication 
would be covered for you. 

Besides additional products on the market there are also additional services 
available for diabetics. Pharmacists can provide a diabetes medication consult, free to the 
patient, paid for by the Ministry of Health, and an unlimited number of diabetes follow¬ 
ups. These consults can involve the pharmacist explaining medications, insulin use, and 
giucometers. The pharmacist can also use the AICNow meter and check your average 
three month blood sugar. Pharmacists can also provide referrals to diabetic community 
services and web resources that are available to patients. 

If you have diabetes, or are concerned that you may be at risk please call the 
pharmacy and book an appointment today.
